Terrible Tr»B»dy in Cajedonm. 


a, terrible tragedy occurred in thu town »f 


Caledonia, in lhi.,'county, Uat Wednesday 
evening. 


A younu msn named John Stradesky, the 


only "»on e~f a wealthy Bohemian farmer, shoi 
hU father and mother, and then killed him- 
ielf. It was on= of the most deliberate cas- 
•ri of p.rr'uUe ever recorded in the dark an- 
EaU of crime, and sends a thrill of horror 
through the community where the bloody 
deed was committed: The particulars are 
ai follows: 


Last Wednesday morning, after breakfast 


the son complaioed.of feeling .unwell jnd re- 
mained at home, while the father wsnl to the 
fieli (o work ; during the day son busied 
himself wi'.h running bullets and making 
cartridges ; there was nothing unusaal in hi.- 
ac:ion "or speech—nothing vindicate the 
fearful crime that he was so coolly preparing 
to commit. 


In the evening the father came home from 


his work and the parents sat down to their 
sapp-r. The son was outside of the door al 
the time ; his father asked him if be was 
not coming to sup.er. The son replied that 
he would be there in a moment, and immedi- 
ately stepped around to the window, and 
resting hi* g«n (a double barrelled one) up- 
on the*sill, fired, shattering his fa.her's arm 
attte elbow. The mother ro»efro:» her chair 
and at the same instant the son flred at htr, 
the shot taking effect in the abdomen. The 
builit with which the gun was loaded passed 
completely through her body. The young 
man then went to tin s'ned a few rods from 


the houst, where ke had i sillgl* \>UtM gllll. 
H? placed the roazzlo of the gun against his 
breast and discharged the contents into his 
heart and fell dead upon the spot. 


The alarm was soon spread, and a surgeon 


was immediately ?«nt f.r. 
Dr; A. H. .Hoy 


of this city was called to the case and at- 
tended to the wonmied parents as well as 
po.-sible. The father will probably recover 
with the lo~s of his arm. 


Tltere i%no reason, nor can any ;k?e given 


for this revolting and unnatural crime. ''The 
«on was always obedieat and affectionate; 
tbvre nsvtr had been any quarrel—no iB will 
eiisted ; on the contrary, the father was 
about to divide his farm and to start his «bn 
in life. 
There, was never any evidence of m- 


sanity, and the only peculiarity in the younj 
m=n'-cnnduct was that he was subject to 
inordinate fiu of laughter, when there was 
no cause of mirth. 


The coroner's jury was iummoned, but 


thev could, only render. a verdict m-accor- 
c:.nce~with the facts. The dark mystery will 
noT.-r tx- solvad until we all stand before 'the 
b»r of heaven. But charity for the dead,' at 
least, should cou-.peli us to s»y that it was the 
fearful rtceil of a maniac, and not the deliber- 
ate aeiion of a. heartless, celd-blooded fitnd 
in human *hape.
